NEW PERIL IN WARFARE. 



Submarine Torpedo Boat Sinks a Tug 
by Rammf.ng. 

While the French submarine boat 
Narval was .leaving Cherbourg' har- 
bor recently she came into collision' 
with a tugboat which was traveling 
at right angles to the course of the 
submarine. v 

The officer of the latter observed 
the approaching tug, nnd Immediately 
reversed bis engines, The Narval 
was at the time making a speed of 
five knots. Although the momentum 
of the submarine was thus consider? 
ably reduced, she. struck tho tugboat 
with sufficient force amidships "to 
force her noae.through the hull ot the 
latter to the extent of. sixteen Inches, 
and the tug ultimately foundered,; 
when the nose of the Narval was 
withdrawn. ' 

This accident afford a a .conclusive, 
estimate of the strength and power of 
these submarine craft for /ramming 
purposes,; when driven at full force 
against another craft and/^accorulng 
to French adnilralty experts;, opens 1 
new possibilities concerning naval tac- 
tics.

Notwithstanding his rank and years, 
Mierowitz, was retained la n dungeon 
among n number of miserable Russian 
rogues and Polish prisoners, clad in 
filthy sheepskin, many of them being 
nflllcted wlihvthe terrible! disease known 
ns malted hhir, which hung over their 
necks In cjottcd lumps, every tube be- 
ing swollen nnd dilated with giobulei ot 
blood, arm there he died. 

The Ipwcr vnulls of Schlussclburg 
were tlibse buitt by Ivan the Terrible for 
the reception of a few of the rcrolutcrs 
of Nifvgorod, after he had put twenty- 
fivo /thousand of her citizens toV the 
awiord. They were prisons like, the fright- 
ful cells of the Bastile: those. of the. In- 
ijuiMtiou, or of old castles' of the Middle 
Ages — n rival to .that Chilton to which 
Byron's genius has given a greater name 
than ever its terrors won it. One of the 
lower vaults of Schlussethurg was a den, 
the floor of which was below the rocks 
whereon tlie seals of Ladoga basked in 
(lie sunshine, nnd which was consequent- 
ly liable to be flooded during those 'I iniu - 
datjons that, at certain seasons, overflow 
nll^the country, for n great way north, 
so'that no crops will grow upon the emi- 
nences. 

■ Vaulted -with atone, It wna nearly 
square, and measured twelve feet each 
way, with n floor that sloped down at 
one end, having been unevenly hewn out 
when the rock was pierced; nnd from a 
portion of this rock sprntig tho solid arch 
of grnnlte blocks which formed the roof. 
A narrow slit, six Inches broad by, twelve 
high, nnd having even In that small 
Space n thick iron bar, admitted to the 
interior n feeble ray of light. This silt 
was partly built of stoue, but its sill 
wns tlie living rock of Schlusselbnrg, It 
opened toward the lake, but gave no 
prospect save the clouds. 

The prisoner, when seated on the stone 
bench whlcti formed n tied or sent alter 
na'teiy, could only see the changing hues 
of the sky, and know hy the darkness 
which grnd unity obscured this mere shot- 
hole that day was passing away, and 
thnt another night, chill, dark, dreary 
nnd hopeless, was at hand. 

As the, floor sloped down some twelve 
Inches or more, the lower end wna al- 
ways full of water, into which the slime 
that gat tiered ou the vault of ^ the arch 
fell nt Intervals .with u rcgulnr' splash 
that, to the silent and apparently forgot- 
ten prisoner, became maddening In Its 
monotony of sound, by dny and night, by 
morning and evening, by dawn and sun- 
set Then, ns the tides rose nnd 'fell/or 
ns the waters of tho vast inland Inko of 
Ladoga ore affected by the Hnlllc stop- 
ping the downward How of the Xevn, or 
by rains flooding (lie many tributaries 
that join them, so did this dark pool In 
the dungeon rise nnd fall, when tho cur- 
rent oozed through secret and unknown 
chnnncta or crnnnjes in the granite rocks. 

It.waH in this vault, or one of those 
adjoining — such a den ns that hi which 
Dante placed hla demon— that tho wife 
of Count Orloff, the beautiful daughter 
of the Empress Elizabeth, was drowned, 
ten years after the date of this history, 
when tlie waters of the Neva roue ten 
feet; nnd, as they subsided, bore her 
body to die Gulf of Finland. 

No. one could live very long In such'n 
place— tow, damp, cold and horrible. 
And well did Uernlkoff know this, when, 
In ihc blind transports of rage aud ag- 
ony icsulUugtffrom his double- woWfla, 
he barbarously consigned Nntiille Mle- 
rowmi to such a place— ay, even Nam I It, 
the soft nud drlicute, the high-bred nnd 
tenderly nurtured daughter rd Mierowitz; 
and sh<; had now been In tlie under 
ground vault for three days nud nights — 
seventy -two hours — which to her hud, re- 
sembled u horrible and protracted nlght- 
in a re, 

She was Ignorant aw yet of her broth' 
er's execution, n week before. Betrayed 
by one jof their most trusted adherents, 
as tho price of tils own liberty/ she nnd 
Iwitlnkn had been taken. Of the fate of 
the .latter she knew nothing. For her 
self, the poor gir) only knew she was 
placed there' to- nwalt the pleasure of 
her eiDfMi and the grand chancellor. 



, IIope was. dead; 'completely,', In her 
heart; and though thodcatro todlvewitB 
strong, tier former, life r " seemed nil; n 
dream; or something -that hud r happened 
long, long ngol^ 

Crouching on '■ a damp pallet thnt Iny 
on the couch of stoue, her hair dishev- 
eled, her dress moro thnu ever, torih dis- 
colored nnd dlBordercd,, her snowy bnnda 
and arms 1 stripped of e very: onin meat and 
ring, her tender feet woU'uIgtt shoeless, 
her eyea half closed .ami surrounded by 
dark inflamed circles, her cheeka; sunk 
and haggard— it- would be difficult to rec-.; 
ognko In her tho ouce beautiful ami 
brilliant Natalie, whose coquetry hod ex- 
cited the ready jealousy of Catharine; 
the .Natalie of the Imperial ^salons ' nt 
Moscow, at- Ornnlciibnuni, or the palaca 
of Tsnrky Selo; or the Nntnlie of Unit, 
princely old chateau hear tho Longn— - 
tho proud, bright-eyed and beiuitiful girl 
whom' Charlie Balgonle, had loved >uud

She wits pnte, as white .marble— cold

.Her ohMnlhcr-^h'ls sturdy figure, his 
venerable, beard nnd white, eyebrows, .his

nnd with n gush/ of memory Dame nil the 
peculiarities off disposition, his warmth of 
heart, and temper, his kindness nud irri- 
tability, his pride of race and family.
